MRS. T. C. ERICKSON TAKES 
SLATER OF TWO TO t£HE 

POLICE STATION '

On the %erje of exhaustion, 
with feet bleeding ai a result 
cf codging his pursuers in the 
Lills, but in no manner peni- 

'tent, Oscar Thompson, who shot 
and killed his wife and sister- 
in-law at San Pedro Monday 
night, surrendered to the har­ 
bor police Wednesday night.

Thompson appeared at the 
home of T. C. Ericksbn, 1402 
Cypress street, Lomita, just af­ 
ter dark last night. He was in 
a pitiful condition with bleed­ 
ing feet wrapped in guiyiy 
sacks and with his face show­ 
ing the strain resulting from 
exposure and lack of food.

When Thompson appeared at 
her home Mrs. Eriokson asked 
him if he was hungry, and-up­ 
on an affirmative reply soon 
had a steaming meal in front 
of the half-starved fugitive.

During all this time Mrs.- 
Erickson was cleverly planning 
a line of talk that would influ­ 
ence him to give up. This was 
accomplished, and thev left in 
the Eriokson automobile, ac­ 
companied by Mr. Eriokson, for 
San Pedro.

Upon thetr arrival Thomp­ 
son remained outside and Mrs. 
Erickson entered the building 
and announced to Patrolman 
Nelson, the only olncer on 
duty, 'Tve got Mr. Thompson 
for you.

Thompson immediately was 
taken to a cell and a charge 
of murder placed against him. 
He was taken to the Los An­ 
geles City Jail Thursday.

He confided to Mr. .Erickson, 
wh° had known him since 
1017, and a comrade during 
the World War, that he had 
committed the crime and that 

v he felt himself justified.
He placed most of the blame 

for the trouble upon his wife's 
sister, who> Thompson insists, 
interfered with his home life. 
He said he had spent all the 
time since the tragedy in the 
hills south of Lomita, where 
officers had been searching for

PASS RESOLUTIONS FOR HEEDED 
IMPROVEMENTS

Second, the re-surfaciugr of Kjer- 
taln streets, namely, Carson fii% 
Cedar to Cabrillo, a portion of fmr- 
eellna and El Prado from the dt^ot 
to the city boundary Just east of 
the bridge. These streets were laid 
of rock macadam originally about 
ten years ago, and have given ex­ 
cellent service without any main­ 
tenance work. The surface is now 
wearing, however, and ajlollar spent 
In malntatnance now will save many 
dollars expense later if the surface 
should be allowed to -disintegrate 
further. The work will be com­ 
paratively inexpensive, covering the 
surface with rock and oil, and is to 
be covered by bond issue estimator! 
at about $12,000.

Third, the purchase of a. sewer 
farm. This is a very necessary 
piece of property to a city and great, 
difficulties might be encountered if 
the logical and available property 
now used were allowed to pass into 
other uses. The -protracted trouble 
experienced by Pasadana, South Pas­ 
adena and Monterey Park over loca­ 
tion of a suitable sewage disposal 
plant should be a warning* to any 
forward-locking community to se­ 
cure a site at a right price at an 
early date.

Including purchase 
price and tools and equipment and 
the preparation of land tor profit­ 
able use of the water, J5P.OOO was 
read as the engineer's estimate.

A resolution requesting the trus­ 
tees and the Land Company to 
change the name of Veells street to 
Ooble street in honor of the late 
president of the Union Tool Co. was 
presented with a long list of sig­ 
natures was approved by the trus­ 
tees and referred by them tp the 
Land Co. for action, as the st 
referred to is still undedicated.  

By motion the meeting was 
journed to next Tuesday eveuii 
December 13, when further work 
will be done toward disposing of tUe 
formalities connected with the very 
important work described above.
